Morrow Lays Down Law To 


Republican Party Leaders 


In New Jersey. 


TRENTON, N. J., June 24 _ A 


plank favoring repeal of the eigh- 
teenth amendment will be carried 
in the platform of the New Jersey 
Republican Party, it was stated 
unofficially today following a con- 
ference of leading Republicans with 
Dwight Morrow, nominee for the 
senate who scored an overwhelm- 
ing victory in the primary on his 
wet stand. 


Those attending the conference, 


which lasted an' hour and a half, 
were Governor Morgan F. Larson, 
State Senator Joseph G. Wolber, 
IT. S. Senator Hamilton Kean and 
Ogden H. Hammond. 


The decision .came as a surprise, 


since it had been- rumored in reli- 
able sources previously, that the 
leaders had decided to "straddle" 
the issue. 


It has been forecast that Morrow 


would not oppose the "straddling" 
stand but those who revealed the 
table talk said Morrow declined to 
accept any such view. 


"He laid down the law," one, 


conferee said, and explained that 


Morrow insisted tho platform be 
drawn to conform with the view 
he expressed in his Newark cam- 
paign speech when he said," I fav- 
or repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment." 


It was said suggestions for ref- 


erendums were suggested as com- 
promise measures, but. Morrow 
would have none of anything less 
emphatic and clear than his own 
declaration of the prohibition ques- 
tion in his Newark speech.
